Spots near Sa- 
pelo island, where the president is 
the guest of Howard Coffin, retired 
automobile manufacturer, are connect- 
ed with the very earliest history of 
the white man in this country. 

Visitors to the islands along this 
part of the coast frequently stumble 
upon old walls of a white, cement- 
looking substance—walls which have 
looked down upon the semi-tropical 
jungle growth for centuries, for they 
were built by the Spanish during the 
early days of Georgia for monastaries. 
The adventurous fathers of the Cath- 
olie faith met the Indians at these 
frontier posts of early Georgia and 
brought the Christian religion into 
places where before that time only 
heathen Indians had existed. The 
monastaries were built of tabby, a 
building material made with oyster 
shell, and the fact that the walls are 
still standing. with some of the door 
and window arches intact, testifies to 
the durability of the crude cement. 

Some of the best examples of tabby 
architecture are upon old plantations 
near Brunswick, one large private 
estate boasting a collection of roofless 
buildings which date from the monas- 
tery days. 

Within a few miles of Brunswick 
is the vast expanse of salt grass 
known as “Bloody Marsh,” where the 
militant James Edward Oglethorpe, 
who founded the colony at Savannah, 
repulsed the Spaniards in a hot bat- 
tle and definitely won Georgia for the 
English. 

Sapelo island, ‘the Atlantic frontier 
of MelIntosh county. fronts Sapelo 
sound at the north and Doboy sound 
at the south. It is just south of St, 
Catherine’s island, and is but a few 
miles from Darien, one of Georgia's 
most historic coastal towns. St. Si- 
mons island, the fast-growing beach 
resort of Brunswick, is to the south 
of Sapelo. while south of St. Simons 
is Jekyl island, where many northern 
millionaires and society leaders. have 
their winter homes. North of St. 
Catherine’s island is Ossabaw island, 
where Dr. H. N. Torrey, Detroit mil- 
lionaire, recently erected a_ palatial 
home.

Who Are Athletes 
Get Intellectual 


Mass., December 26.— 
(/)—Athletes as ‘students are com- 
pared with non-athletes in a survey 
by Assistant Professor Donald Sned- 
of the Harvard Graduate School 
of Education. 

The results of the survey, contained 
in the current alumni bulletin, indi- 
cate that of the 806 members of the 
class of 1927 there were 301 athletes 
and 505 non-athletes, but that 81 per 
cent of the athletes received their de- 
grees compared with 68 per cent of the 
non-athletes. In addition, the athletes 
took an average of 8.01 semesters to 
complete their work while the non- 
athletes required 8.07.
